In presenting our annual report, we will state that the 
Board has had extra care in looking after the repairs of 
school houses, upon which have been spent five per cent. 
of the school money, besides some which had accumulated 
in the treasury, thus saving several good houses, which 
otherwise would have been seriously damaged. This has 
been done upon the principle that cleanliness and beauty 
are in themselves educators. 

In order to keep pace with our neighbors, and as a mat- 
ter of justice, the wages of teachers throughout the town 
have been advanced two dollars per month. Perhaps this 
may produce more interest, and a better class of teachers. 
For the past year nearly all the teachers have been from 
our own town, and have been selected on account of merit 
only. 

Those who desire to be the brightest and best teachers 
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should attend the Normal School, where they can study 
the best methods of organization and management of 
schools, and modes of intellectual action. They will have 
practical work in discipline and instruction in a model 
school, thus keeping abreast with the age in what is good 
and new. For full particulars address the principal, Mr.

The whole number of pupils enrolled is 276, of which 
220 have been in daily attendance throughout the first 
term of nine, and the second of thirteen weeks. We ad- 
monish both parents and pupils that punctuality is the soul * 
of credit, and an education one of the most desirable of all 
things. One of our great railways has issued an order 
that no boy or young man shall be employed in any of its 
departments unless he brings a certificate stating that he 
has completed the studies of the second grammar school, 
because such pupils learn to be skilled workmen more rap- 
idly than those of a meagre education. 

Plain line drawing, the elements of agriculture, chem- 
istry and music are all desirable in addition to the ordinary 
studies, for it is important that our youth should be made 
familiar with those branches of knowledge which they en- 
joy, and are likely to pursue, as a well furnished mind is a 
power which will be of great assistance in the social anf 
business world. | 

Pupils should be taught deliberation, for the deliberate 
worker is generally thoughtful, and with them the habit of 
system becomes second nature. In school they become 
acquainted with books, and have opened~to them the vast 
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storehouse of knowledge contained therein, and they 
should be taught to extract that knowledge. 

“The public school is America’s Amen,” and if faith- 
fully maintained, teaches not only the elements of educa- 
tion, but personal responsibility, freedom of conscience, 
loyalty to American principles, and duty to our fellow-men. 
It should be the aim of home, church and school to so 
mould the young lives that they will be an honor to parents 
and teachers. The progressive life of our Republic de- 
pends upon good schools, which inspire honest ambition, 
self control, and obedience to the law.
